The in- 
terest charged is 5% per cent, and the 
tnortgage is held by the Fidelity Title 
and Trust Company. dt will mature in 
three years. 

The paper was drawn in New York city 
on March 7, |1907, and was witnessed by 
‘Attorney Clifford W. HartYldge, of 
‘Thaw'’s counsel, and John P. Meagher, 
@ notary, who did the necessary work of 
witnessing and putting the official geal 
of the commonwealth upon the document. 

‘(xtraordinary efforts were made to 
keep the mortgage secret. 

Four trustees’ accountg under the will 
of William Thaw were filed for audit 
in the office of the registrar of wills this 
morning. Harry Kendall Thaw ig shown 
to have been the recipient of the second 
largest income of any of the heirs, near- 
ly 660,000 having been paiq to him from 
this source alone. This sum was ex- 
clustve of the income which he derives 
from various other bequests under his 
father’s will. The account of “ Harry 
Thaw shows there is due him, under the 
direct legacy allowed by his father, the 
sume of $439,534.46. The income from 
this, as invested by the trustees during 
the three years covered by the account, 
ig 693,903.30. Of this sum, expenditures 
have been made covering the necessary 
expenses of the estate, bringing the 
amount actually paid him down to some~ 
thing less than $60,000. ‘

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Guards Send Volley After Volley 
from the Cars at the Maddened 
Strikers—Police Didn’t Get 
Busy Until It Was Too 
Late. 


San Francisco, Cal. May 7.—The 
strike of the 1,700 union motormen 
and conductors of the Nnited railways 
developed this afternoon into a riot, in 
}which one man was killed, more than 
a score of persons were severely hurt, 
some very seriously wounded, and oth- 
ers hurt to a lesser extent. 

At 2:80 o’clock the company made its 


passenger cars manned by between 
thirty and forty strike breakers wear- 
ing the uniform of car inspectors, and 
each carrying a 38-calibre revolver 
strapped around his waist outside his 
The start, was made from the 
company’s barns at Turk and Fill- 
more streets, where a crowd of from 
three to five thousand men and boys 
had gathered. ; . 
CARS WERE MADE TARGETS 

FOR STONES AND FOR BRICKS. 

Twenty-seven policemen, five mount- 
ed officers and several Sergeants un- 
der the command of Captain Moon, 
were on patrol guard. The appear- 
ance of the cars in Filmore street, 
from which they were switched into 
Turk street, was the signal for an im- 
mediate outburst of jeers and howls. 
Before the cars had gone one block 
they were made the targets of stones 
and bricks. In a few moments every 
Pane of glass had been smashed and 
several of the armed operatives had 
been struck, cut and-bruised. At Turk 
and Buchanan streets an especially 
fierce attack was made on the fore- 
most car. A guard .on the rear plat- 
form answered the flying stones with 
@ pistol shot. The bullet struck one 
of the union sympathizers in the arm. 

This transformed the crowd into 4 
wild mob and _ thenceforward for 
twelve blocks there was fierce fight- 
ing. The strikers and their friends 
aided by hundreds of youthful hood- 
lums, kept up a running shower of 
missiles. The.wguards on board the 
cars responded with fusillade after 
fusillade of pistol shots. 

Eight men recefved bullet wounds, 
some of which will prove fatal. 
Among those thus injured are a detec- 
tive sergeant and a patrolman. 

Finally, a dozen or more of the 
guards were arrested by reserves from 
the Central‘ police station and the 
union crowd boarded the rearmost car 
and started it back to the barns. ,Ar- 
riving there the strickers charged that 
revolver fire was opened upon’ them 
from the barns. In this encounter 
several more men were shot. 
WOMEN AND CHILDREN 

THROWN DOWN AND TRAMPLED. 


A non-union may threw the switch 
at the corner of Turk and Fillmore 
streets and the derailed car shot into 
the sidewalk, maiming two men, whose 
names have not been learned. In the 
Stampede that. followed here, a score 
of women and children.on. the out- 
skirts .of the mob ‘in’Fillmore street 
were hurled to- the pavement and 
trampled upon. . 

The appearance of relief squads to 
re-enforce Police Captain Mooney’s 
men .resulted about 8:40 o'clock in_the 
partial dispersing of the crowds. A 
current rumor has it that Superintend- 
ent Chapman, who spent the forenoon 
and early afternoon at the Fillmore 
street barracks, was. seen about § 
o'clock driving rapidly away on Gold- 
en Gate avenue in an automobile that 
was dashed with blood. There is yet 
no confirmation of the rumor that Mr. 
Chapman was wounded. Practically 
all of the police reserves at the ve- 
rious precincts have been called out 
and are now patrolling the neighbor- 
hood of Fillmore and Turk streets, 
where the greatest congestion is.

Irish Bill in the 
Commons, 


GOVERNMENT'S BOARDS 
GIVE WAY TO TRISH COUNCIL 


Council Is To Be Appointed by the 
Crown and the Lord Lieutenant 
Has Veto Power—Measure 
Disappoints Irish and Is 
Fought by Unionists. 


London, May 7.—The government to 
day presented its long awaited Irish 
bill to the house of commons and the 
country. This bill is designed to meet 
the demancs for Irish home rule. It 
was presented by the chief secretary 
for Ireland, Mr. Birrell, to a crowded 
house. Prior to the appearance of this 
measure, it was popularly termed a 
“devolution bill,”’ but today it is re- 
ferred to as “The Irish Council Bili,” 
or even “The Irish Bill.” 

Compared with the home rule bills 
of 1886 and 1896, the measure of to- 
day confers little self government up- 
on Ireland, merely giving to the coun- 
cil control of the eight departments 
now managed by @overnment boards, 
The’ council is to be appointed by the 
crown anG while the lord HMeutenant of 
Ireland is given power to nullify its 
measures, the crown retains control of 
five of the eight departments, includ- 
ing the constabulary. The control of 
this branch has always been a thorn 
in the flesh of the Irish people. It is 
natural and quite to be expected that 
this half way measure is wholly pleas- 
ing to no political party. The unionists 
regatd it as a step toward home rule, 

Why Unionists Object. 

They object to giving to Ireland the 
management of many departments of 
local affairs while the Irish members 
Lof- the house of commons retain. the 
right to legislate in similar affairs fos 
Englana and Scotland. They criticise 
also the plan of government by a coun- 
cil through eight committees as com- 


plicated and cumbersome. 
The radicals are disappointed that 


.the measure falls so short of .actual 


home rule ang the Irish members are 
éven more disappointed with it. The 
Irish leaders, however, are maintain- 
ing a diplomatic attitude until they 
have time to study the provisions of 
the bill and learn the sentiment of the 
people. A _ nationalists’ convention 
will be held in Dublin soon, to decide 
upon the policy of the Irish party. The 
laborites will sbupport the measure 
because they are all home rulers. 
After the bill had been presented and 
explained by Mr. Birrell it was criti- 
cised and ridiculed by A. J. Balfour 
on behalf of the opposition. John E. 
Redmond then delivered a brilliant 
speech, noteworthy principally for its 
dignified and forceful exposition of 
lerland’s claim, for complete home rule, 
A Great Audience.

No Cemplete Home Rule. 

The bill does not give complete home 
rule, nor has it been the purpose of the 
government to grant Ireland complete 
self-rule at a single stroke. On the con- 
trary, as Mr. Birrell explained, the gov- 
ernment’s measure is but 4@ stepping 
stone; it is at least some measure of 
self-rule for Ireland over Irish affairs, 
and this much accomplished, it gives 
some promise of the, ultimate realization 
of complete home rule. At the outset 
Mr. Birrell explained that the object 
of the bill was to ossociate the senti- 
ment of the Irish people a8 a whole 
with the administration, the statutes 
and the regulations which directed the 
conduct of purely Irish affairs. It did 
not contain any trace of new legisla- 
tive power. It would not authorize the 
1 ng of a eingle tax or rate.

Berlin, Germany, May 7.—During the 
course of the debate in the reichstag 
today, on the commercial modus vivendi 
between the Wnited States and Germany, 
which passed its first reading, and was 
referred to a committee, Count von 
Schwerin-Loewitz, conservative, who had 
previously asserted that the agreement 
gave German industry Infinitely fewer 
advantages than Germany gave the Unit- 
ed States, said he wanted certain as- 
surances from the government beyond 
what Vice Chancellor Count von Posad- 
owskisWeirner had given the house, 

Her Kaempff, radical, said he thought 
the measure must be interpreted from 
the standpoint of political conditions in 
the United tSates, ang in view of the 
latter, he believed the modus vivendi, 
was all the German government was 
able to attain at present, and must, 
under the aircumstances, please Ger- 
many, because it is the first step towards 
a tariff or reciprocity treaty. 

Dr. Stresemann, national liberal, an- 
nounced that the attitude of his party 
would depend on what assurances awere 
given in committee. He admitteq thar 
President Roosevelt could not give more. 
Still the concessions made were not 
equivalent for the great advantages Ger- 
many had given the United States. The 


speaker added: 

“Americans customs chincanery must 
be removed, or moderated.

His body was riddled with bullets. The 
mob then visited the negro’s home, 
severely’ whipped members of his fam- 
fly and gave,them a _ brief time in 
which to get. out of McDuffié county. 

Pearson, who lives near this place, 
was remonstrating with the negro 
about poor work done on his farm, 
when Harris drew a revolver and fired 
several shots into his body. Pearson 
probably will die. 

A posse was immediately organized 
and captured the negro. He was start- 
ed toward Thompson, but never got 
through the deep swamp which had to 
be crossed.

SMALL CYCLONE AT CANTON, 


As It Passed Over River Water 
Thrown Up 25 Feet. 

Canton, Ga., May 7.—(Special. J—Canton 
was visited by the severest and most 
destructive wind and rain Storm yester- 
day evening that tuis county has had ir 
several years. Several large shade trees 
on the street were uprooted and tele- 
phone wires broken in several Places by 
falling timber. The large metal smoke- 
stack at the Canton cotton mills was 
also blown down and demolished. A 
number of outhouses were blown down, 
stone fences and chimneys’ broken off, 
and for a few minutes the heavy wind, 
rain, flying debris, etc., presented the ap- 
pearance of a cyclone. The suction of 
the storm, as it passed over and up the 
river threw the water 25 feet in the air. 
The storm seemed to pass over Canton 
from southwest to northeast, doing con- 
siderable damage also in the eastern part 
of the county in the way of uprooting 
large trees, and at Hickory Plat the 
blacksmtih shop and other buildings were 
blown down.

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The Beauty-Making Carrot. 

Although the carrot has long stood 
at the head of the dietary that is sup- 
posed to make for beauty, it has never 
been a popular vegetable, even with 
‘the most ardent beauty seekers. To 
make it a culinary delight as well as a 
beauty maker has been the subject of 
many experiments. 

Four young housekeepers have form- 
ed a club for the better understanding 
of carrot possibilities. One luncheon 
and one dinner are given each week, 
at which some new carrot dish must 
be served. A prize wil be given for the 
most successful dish. 

So far the best effort in this line has 
ben a preparation of ordinary creamed 
carrots filled into green peppers. The 
top was covered with buttered bread- 
crumbs and the whole placed in a mod- 
erate oven. 

When there was a tender, brownish 
crust on the pepers the dish was ready 
to serve. Accompanied with brown 
bread, sandwishes and olives, the 


course was a decided hit. 


The young housekeepers found that 
while a dish of plain mashed carrots 
as an accompaniment to roast duck 
woul dbe eyed with distinct scorn the 
fame mashed carrots shaped to simu- 
late & large oyster, dipped in beaten 
egg and breadcrumbs and dropped into 
deep fat, are eaten with as much relish 
as broiled fresh mushrooms. These 
young housekeepers have also found 
that mashed carrots molded into the 
form of croquettes and fried gain in 
palatability.

San Francisca Police: Will Fite 
on Strikebreakers, 


PAT CALHOUN ON SITUATION 


President of Trolley Lines Says That 
He Intends To Run Hise Cars—He 
‘Does Not Contemplate Ap- 
pealing to Governor’ for 

Troops. . 


San Francisco, Cal., May 7.—-That the 
bloody events of today’s street car riot 
may be repeated tomorrow with even 
more tragic results was the fear ex- 
pressed tonight when it was made 
known that the United Railroads pro- 
gram for Wednesday intended another 
attempt to resume operation of cars. 
This Attempt, according to General 
Manager Mullally, will be made some- 
time in the forenoon. He declined to 
state at what hour or to discuss the 
company’s plans. 

To Arm Police with Rifles, 


Mr. Mullally said that when the at- 
torneys for the Unitec Railroads vis- 
ited the Central police station — this 
evening to request the admittance to 
bail of the strike breakers under ar- 
rest for shooting strikers and their 
«de eegeaeceas Chief of Police Dinan 
said: : 

“Tomorrow I shall arm the police 
with rifles.. If gny strike breakers 
start any shooting from the cars, they 
will be shot in turn by the police.” 

“T can hardly credit this statement,” 
added Mr. Mullaly, “but it comes to 
me direct.and authentically.” 

Thirteen strike breakers were arrest- 
ed. Three of them Were releaseed on 
bail and the remainder were held 
awaiting devlopments. 

James Walsh, one of the strike sym- 
pathizers, who was shot this after- 
noon, died at the Central Emergency 
hospital tonight, No hope is held out 
for the recovery of Tom Buchanan, one 
of the strikers, also at the Central 
Emergency hospital.

Statement by Pat Calhoun. 


Patrick Calhoun, president of the 
United railroads, tonight issued the fol- 
lowing:

The humblest 
citizen in this community has a right to 
jwork. The issue has been squarely 
raised: Shall striking employees, the 
friends and sympathizers, paralyze, 
force ang violence, our street rail 
service? Shall™mob violence rule, or 
shall law be enforced? . Shall individual 
liberty be preserved? 

“When the Uniteg Railroads attempted 
to resume the operation of its cars to 
day its employees’ were assailed by a 
fierce and violent mob; dangerous riot- 
ing ensued; many men were injured. I 
appeal to you to preserve the peace. My 
company will spare no effor to resume 
lawfully and peaceably the operation of 
its cars, but it will not be driven to com- 
promise with wrong, and it wil] fear- 
lessly defend itsr ights. The issue rests 
with you.”

MOB AROUSED TO FRENZY 

BY SHOOTING FROM CARS. 
. A newspaper man who rode on horse- 
back behind a string of cars saw four 
men shot from the glass car windows. 
The first shot was fired at the in- 
tersection of Turk and Buchanan! 
streets, by a guard from the rear plat- 
form of the car that headed the string 
of seven. The bullet struck a young 
man standing on the curb and in- 
flicted a flesh wound in his arm. The 
shot was not fired until most of the 
windows of the car had been smashed 
With stones, several of which had 
Struck and severely bruised some of 
the guards on board. The shooting 
of this man aroused the mob to a 
pitch of frensy. 

Paving stones and other obstructions 
were cast on the track, and in that 
way the car was brought to a stand- 
still a block further on. Hurling any 
missiles that came easiest to hand, 
cursing and screaming for the lives of 


and boys surrounded the car. 


THOUSAND MEN AND BOYS 

PURSUE THE STRIKE BREAKERS 

In @ moment the fusillade of shots 
rang out and the crowd fell back in 
fear. The obstructions were cleared 
away and the car proceeded, followed 
@ block behind by two others. The 
sound of the shots apprised the main 
crowd in the neighborhood of Fill- 
more and Webster streets that a battle 
was on, and more than one thousand 
men and boys came running down Turk 
street in pursuit of the strike break- 
ers who, standing to their posts, shot 
again and again into the crowds in- 
discriminately as repeated showers of 
stones struck and injured them. 

At Van Ness avenue a youth, perhaps 
20 years of age, was shot through the 
lungs. He pitched forward into the 
street, whence he was IlIffted and 
thrown onto a mattress in a furniture 
wagon. He was hurried to the..emer- 
gency hospital. Still the mob, checked 
but not dismayed by the rain of bul- 
lets, kept up a running pursuit of the 
slowly moving cars, stoning them and 
cursing the guards.

Very few of the polkeemen 
drew their clubs. They tried to persuade 
the maddened men and boys to disperse, 
but without effect. One union man, who 
‘was loudest in denunciation of strike- 


breakers, created a dramatic scence. 
While the smoke from the effiptied pis- 


tole of the guards still hung over the 
shattered cars, he threw off his coat 
raised his arm and wildly offered himself 
as a sacrifice to their bullets.

Second and thira relief squadg from the 
central station, under command of Cap- 
tains Scott and Duke, raced out Turk 
street in carriages and automobiles. Cap- 
tain Scott was the first officer observed 
to use dctual force in order to disperse 
the crazed mob. Leaping from hig buggy 
he drew his club and struck right and 
left. After he had knooked down four 
or five of the strikers ang thel¥ #ympa- 
thizers, the salutary effect of his man- 
ner of treatment became apparent; the 
mob broke and began to run, As Scott 
pursued them with raised club, he tripped 


over a paving stone and fell headlong in. 


the street. At this the mob set up a 
shout of delight and missiles of all sorts 
were hurled at the prostrate man. He 
picked himself up and gave chase. 

Captain Duke, arriving a few minutes 
later, followed Captain Scott’s tactics 
and with half a dozen burly patrolmen, 
beat back and scattered the crowd, which 
retreateq jeering toward the car barns 
at Turk and Fillmore streets. 

Competent observerg of the rioting ex- 
pressed freely the opinion that the tragic 
happenings of the afternoon might have 
been in large measure avoided ff an ade- 
quate police force had been on hand and 
if the police had not hesitated to use 


force in opposing violence, 
All of the wounded men were removed 


to the émergency hospital. 


AFFECTS THE HEARING INDUSTRY. 


Supreme Court of New Foundland 
Makes Important Decision. 


St. John’s N. F., May’ 7.—The 
preme court of Newfoundland today 
gave a majority decision upholding the 
colonial government in its contentions 
respecting the so-called Bay of Islands 
herring fisheries case, in which the right 
of Newfoundland fishermen to be em- 
ployed by American vessel owners 
within the three-mile limit waa involved. 
Sir James Winter, counsel for the co- 
lonial fishermen concerned in the case, 
notified the court after the decision had 
been given that he intended to make an 
appeal to the grivy council of Great 
Britain. 

The court decided that the treaty of 
1818 and the modus vivendi of 1906 be- 
tween the United @tates and Great 
Britain hag no bearing on the issue, al- 
though sections of both agreements 
were considered in the arguments, Ths 
hearing of the case has occupied more 
than two months. 

The case was a test one ang the New- 
foundland government regards the de- 
cision as a great victory, Dut its final 
effect On the American frozen herring 
induetry will not be determined until 
the points involved are passed upon by 
the highest courts of Great Britain.

Mysteries of the Rail.

On October 27 last the driver of the 
Moscow-Riga express was running at 
about 4 miles an hour along a levuwl 
stretch of line, when he caught sight of 
something white upon the rails in fron‘. 
He put on the brakes, but it was too lato. 
The train passed over the object. 

Leaving the engine in charge of the 
fireman, the driver ran back and found 
the body of a man tied firmly across the 
rail. Head and feet both had been cut 
off by the grinding wheels, and in the 
mouth of the severed head gas a gas. 
The body was quite nude, but the 
cjothes, which were of excellent cut and 
quality, lay close by. Watch and money 
still remained in the pockets. The police 
consider that the murder is the work of 
Terrorists, and that the man was proba- 
bly a detective spy. 

This is not the first time that avengers 
have adopted a similar method of destroy- 
ing a spy. About three years ago the 
driver of the night mail between Green- 
ville and Spartanburg, in the state of 
North Carolina, felt a slight jolt, and 
stopping his train, discovered the man- 
gled body of a bound man lying across 
the metals. He, .too, had been tied hand 
ané foot, and had plainly been alive a 
few moments before, for the body was 
warm. He had an unhealed bullet wound 
in one leg. Inquiries were set afoot, but 
apparently nothing was discovered; at 
eny rate, no one was brought to justice. 
No one even identified th corpse. Rut 
there is not much doubt that the crime 
was the outcome of one of those fierce 
vendettas which rage for years on end 
among the clans of mountaineers in this 
upland country. 

We heve had our fair share of railway 
mysteries in England. To this day no 
one knows the identity of the murderer 
of Miss Camp, who was done to death 
on February !!, 1897, in a southwestera 
train, between Putney and Wandsworth. 

Miss Money’s death, too, remains un- 
explained. It will be remembered that 
her body was discovered in Merstham 
tunnel on the night of September 24 «f 
iastyear. The fact that she was gaggel 
with a silk veil makes it plain that h°*t 
death was no accident, but that she was 
thrown from the carriage.

Bisque of Lobster, 
(From The Washington Star.) 

This may be made from the pickings 
of the shells. saving the solid meat from 
tail and claws for a lobster a la New- 
burg for supper. Cover the shell, claws, 
etc., with two quarts of cold water to 
make the foundation for the soup. 
Lobster needs but little cooking after it 
has once boiled, as, long cooking tough- 
ens. Heat two level tablespoonfuls but- 
ter in a saucepan with two level table- 
spoonfuls flour, cook until creamy, salt 
and pepper to taste, thin with two cups 
of the strained liquor, stirring smooth- 
ly to avoid lumps. When thickeneg add 
the lobster pickings from the shells, 
let it simmer about five minutes, add a 
speck of cayenne and more salt, if 
necessary. Put in a pint 6? warm milk, 
boll up once and serve. If you like a 
little lemon juice add the last thing. This 
makes a quart of soup. The pistache 
nuts may be purchased already salted in 
the open shelis.

A restraining order was issued 
‘gome Gays ago by Judge Jones, and 
the hearing of Wednesday will be to 
determine upon whether or not an in- 
junction will issue, and the whol 
question be thrashed out before &@ 
referee. 

In this connection it is interesting 
to note that the valuation put on the 
property of the railroads 1 the sults 
is far above that which is set for 
taxes. This may or may not have some- 
thing to do with the fact that the tax 
valuations of the trunk lines for next 
year have not been fixed, though the 
board has had them up for a month.

COTTON 


New York, May 7.—In_ view’ — 
the extraordinary efforts made to mis- 
represent my action’ in consenting to 
the withdrawal of my injunction against 
the New York Cotton Exchange, pend- 
ing a decision of the issues involved and 
the granting of a permanent injunction 
by a referee, appointed by the supreme 
court of the state of New York, I desire 
to make the following statement: Stipu- 
lations have this evening been signed 
between Messrs. Strong & Cadawala- 
der, attorneys for the New York cotton 
exchange, and Messrs. Ivins, Mason, 
Wolff & Hoguet, my attorneys, provid- 
ing for an immediate hearing of the 
case before Mr. Charles E. Rushmore 
as referee, which hearings are to pro- 
ceed day by day, as far as practicable, 
commencing on Monday next. These 
hearings will be public, and I invite 
the cooperation, and attendance of any 
who may have suffered from the abuses 
of which I complain and have evidence 
to submit. - 

[I have consented to this arrangement 
because it will enable me immediately 
to submit the evidence I have accumu- 
lated as to the abuses which I believe 
to have existed in the administration 
of the cotton exchange, and to secure 
relief more promptly than by any other 
proceeding available to me. For no other 
consideration would I have withdrawn 
my injunction proceedings, 

Those who have been endeavoring to 
create the impression that 71 have en- 
listed {in this controversy purely for the 
benefit of my own pocket will find that 
they are mistaken. My sincere desire ig 
to remedy, if possible, the maladmin- 
istration of the cotton exchange rules 
and by-laws that I believe to have ex- 
isted and to enforce the nullification of 
imipracticable or unfair by-laws, ‘or 
those which, as the counsel for the 
cotton exchange admits must be ‘“‘tech- 
nically” violated, in order to eniable the 
cotton exchange to continue business. 

Meantime I think that holders of con- 
tracts in New York may, assume that, 
for the present at least, the classifica- 
tion of cotton deliverable here will ap- 
proach more. nearly tothe proper stand- 
ards, that the delivery of untenderable 
cotton will be effectively stopped, and 
that, as a result of these reforms, the 
New ‘York contract will be increasingly 
available to both spinners and pro- 
ducers for the legitimate protection re- 
quired jn their business and will come 
shortly to maintain more nearly its. 
proper relation as an exponent of the 
value of alf grades of cotton.

The annual tax returns of the At- 
lantic Coast Line Railroad Company end 
the Southern Express Company were re- 


ceived yesterday by Comptroller General 
W. A. Wright. 

The Coast Line has 677.62 miles of 
roag in Georgia, which it returns at $/2,- 
857,598, including the company’s fran- 
chises, which are valued at $3,614,570. 
The return show an increase of $147,- 
993 over that for 1906. The comptrol- 
ler general has not yet accepted it, and 
in accordance with his general policy, it 
is not unlikely that he willdemand some 
increase, despite the protest entered by 
the system against its present valua- 
tion. The Coast Line protests that the 
taxable value of its physical property 
and franchises is excessive, as com- 
pared with other railroads in the state, 
and also against the requirement of a 
separate return of its trestles and 
bridges, which it holds should be in- 
cluded in the valuation of the main line. 

Express Company Falis Off. 

The Southern Express Company makes 
a total return of $767,251, as compared 
with $796,027 for 1906, a decrease of 
$28,776, which it is not likely will be 
accepted. The express company’s return 
is divided aa follows: Physical prop- 
erty, $158,537; franchises, $408,714; in- 
tangible property returned under agree- 
ment with the city of Augusta, which is 
the company’s legal headquarters, $200,- 
000. Since the enactment of the fran- 
chise law and up to the present year, 
the Southern Express Company has re- 
\ fused to return this Augusta property, 
ho dattting to it only after a contest, 
put this year the return of it is maué@ 
without protest. The company enters & 
protest, however, as it has cone every 
year, against franchise taxation, holding 
that jt has no franchise which is taxa- 
ple in Georgia, and that the law under 
which this tax is imposed is unconsti- 
tutional, in that it denies to the com- 
pany the equal protection of the law. 

Despite these protests the corporations 
named go on paying the taxes as re- 
quired year after year, and once paid 
they cannot secure any return of them, 
as the state cannot be sued for their 
recovery. . 

A peculiar feature of the Southern Ex- 
press Company's return is the state- 
ment contained that it has no capital 
stock whatever, and no outstanding 
bonds. It faileg to include a statement 
of earnings and expenses, for which 
the comptroller general has made a de- 
mand, : 


Big Deficit in Pension Fund. 

The deficit in the state pension fund 
this year will be double what it was 
last, according to a statement made by 
State Pension Commissioner John W. 
Lindsay yesterday, and the legislature 
will be called on to appropriate be- 
tween $35,000 ang $40,000 to make it up, 
instead of the $18,500 that had to be 
appropriated in 1906. 

Ths annual increase in the deficit, the 
pension commissioner explains, is due to 
the fact that the death rate has been 
unusually smal, as compared with for- 
mer years, in addition to which the new 
pension law passed at the last session 
results in a greater expenditure. Ac- 
cording to this law the state pays the 
pension of a veteran, provided the pen- 
sion has accrueg at the time of his 
death, even though the payments are 
not made for two or three months la- 
ter, this payment begin made to his 
widow or children, or to the ordinary for 
burial expenses, as the case may be. 

In view of this increase in the pen- 
sion roll, the pension commissioner will 
ask an appropriation of $925,000 for 
@ach of the years !908 and [909, in- 
stead of $890,000, which has been the 
appropriation for the last two years. The 
indications are that in two years more 
the Georgia pension roll will have reach- 
ed the $1,000,000 mark. 


A., B. and A. Freight Hearing. 


The railroad commission: will be in 
session today for the purpose of hear- 
ing the case of the Atlanta, Birming- 
ham and Atlantic Railroad Company, 
which has been ordered to show cause 
why it should not be classified as to 
freight rates. This road is at present 
in class D of the. commission's classifi- 
cation, the class in which it is allowed 
to charge the highest rate of freight 
permissible in the state. The proposi- 
tion is to place it in class C, which 
will involve qa reduction of about 10 per 
cent in the local rates of freight, which 
it is allowed to charge. 


-Georgia Northern Officers. 

An amendment was granted by the 
secretary of state yesterday allowing the 
Georgia Northern Railroad Company to 
remove its principal offices from Pidcock 
to Moultrie. The effect of the amend- 
ment was simply to establish the com- 
pany's offices legally at that point, as

Big Majority Declared in Favor of 
& 160,000 Worth of 
Bonds for Paving Streets, 
Enlarging Waterworks 
and New Sewerage 
System. 


Rome, Ga, May 7.—(Special.)—The 
election held today in Rome to determine 
whether or not the city should issue 
$160,000 worth of bonds for the purpose 
of raising money to pave portion of the 
streets, and enlarging our water works 
System, and building a new sewerage 
system, resulted overwhelmingly in fa- 
Vor of the ‘bonds. 

Bight hundred and twenty votes were 


cast in favor of the bonds, and 67 
a@gainst the issue. 

As soon as the bonds can be issued 
end validated the work on these im- 
provements will begin. It means 4 
great step-forward in the progress of 
Rome. Bonds would have carried with 
692 votes. 

Of the issue, $25,000 is for buildins 
sewer. system, $50,000 for repairing 
waterworks and distributing ssytem, ani 

,000 for street improvements. Bonds 
are of denomination of $1,¢00, each of 
three serieq, the shortest term of bonds 
bearing 5 per cent, the next series 4's 
ee cent, the longest term, thirty years, 

ating 4 per cent interest. 

Since 1876 Rome has been bound not to 
{asue bonds because of a series issue) 
then containing a clause that no othe 
should be issued until the 1876 issue wa? 
retired. ‘These are largely held in the 
east. It was recently discovered that this 
clause was invalid and Rome has offered 
to take up the °76 bonds at par value. 
The city’s bonded debt is $225,000, 4 
portion of which is issued by a water- 
works commission on municipal plant. 
About $43,000 of old bonds have been 
retired this last year.

Sheriff Henderson of Butte was notified 
and with posse left on a train for the 
scene of the hold-up. Sheriff Webb, of 
Yellowstone county, was on the train, 
and, with one of the train crew, started 
on the trail of the hold-up men, five 
minutes after the shooting. 

Bloodhounds were put on the trail, and 
this afternoon William Powers, aged 34, 
Who says he came here last week from 
Sand Point, Idaho, was arrested near 
Woodville by a eheriff’s -possee, sus- 
pected of being one of tne men who held 
up the train. He said he meant to board 
a train at Woodville and beat his way

Heroic Act of Engineer. 

Engineer Clow's tast heroic act in 
turning on the air brakes probably 
Saved hundreds of lives. The grade at 
Welch's is on the tom of the divide, is 
very steep and the curve sharp. Had 
both men in the cab fainted before the 
brakes were put on, che express train 
undoubtedly would have attained a rate 
of speed sufficient to jump the track 
and plunge into the canyon. 

The robbers left a telescope grip on 
the tender of the locomotive. The grin 
was full of giant poweer, evidently in- 
tended for use in blowing up the express 
car. The men boarded the train pres 
Sumably at the Butte Transfer, where 
a locomotive for the Montana division 
was attached. One mile west of Welch 
the men crawled over the tender and, 
with drawn guns, commanded the en- 
gineer to stop the train, which he did. 
Engineer Clow, however, made a show 
of resistance and one of the robbers. 
fired, shooting him through the body, 
killing him instantly. The other man 
Shot at Sullivan, breaking his arm. 

Negro Refused to Aid Robbers. 

When the train stogped Conductor 
Bert Culver and the train crew ran to 
the engine, where they found a negro 
man, who related the circumstances of 
the hold-up. This man said he had been 
stealing a ride, and that the men offered 
him a third of the booty, ff he would 
assist them. He said he had refused 
and hag taken no part in the hold-up. 
He Says he can identify the robbers, 
and the man is being held for this pur- 
pose. ; 

The posse, with bloodhounds, was 
joined at Welch by R. «+H. Goddard, 
ehief of the Northern Pacific detectives 
at Livingston; Deputy Sheriff James 
Keon, of Gallatin county, and by James 
Latta of Bozeman. Keon and Latta are 
the men who tracked and captured ‘Ike’ 
Gravelle, who some time ago tried to 
force the Northern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany to pay him $680,000 blackmail.

New York, May 7.—Representatives of 
the Trans-Atlantic steamship companies 
against which a strike for higher wages 
has been declared by the longshoremen; 
met in conference tonight, and decided, 
according to a statement made subse- 
quently, to refuse tne advances asked, 
ang stand together in the fight with their 
former employees. 

Following the conference, one of those 
who taken part in it said: 

“We have affirmed our previous under- 
standing not to increase the present rate 
Of wages. The action of the men in 
striking without more than thirty min- 
utes’ notice was unfair, as was their 
failure to see the officials of the dines, 
und lay their demands before them be- 
[fore quitting work. The steamship 
lines, as a resuit of tonight's meeting, 
will stand together in the fight.’ 

The strikers tonight expressed them- 
Selves aS confident that tney would be 
able eventually to tie-up all the Trans- 
Atlantic traffic. If the men succeeded 
in no more than upsetting the sailing 
schedules by causing frequent delays in 
sailings, the situation at this season of 
the year, when the travel is especially 
heavy, the trouble would be serious. That 
the strikers could accomplish more, the 
steamship officials uenied. All tne larg- 
er sieamers seheduled to sail today got 
away, though the Kaiser Wilhelm wer 
Grosse, of the North German Lloyd line, 
was delayed avout an hour. 

The Georgic, of the White Star line; 
the Hamburg, of the Hamburg-Ameri- 
can line; the Cunarder, caronia and 
the California, of the Generale Trans- 
Atlantic Compagnie, all left late. The 
coastwise steamers, including the City of 
Columbus, of the Ocean Steamship Com- 
pany, for Savannah, ang the Olid Domin- 
ion Hner Jamestown, for Norfolk, got 
away, as did several freighters and 
tramp steamers.

The 
Mallory line settled today with its men, 
who are négroes, at a slight increase.

An English Officer’s View of Evils 
Worked by Ignorant Criticism. 
(From The Army and Navy Journal.) 
Col. A. W. A. Pollock of the British 
army, publishes an article {n Macmil- 
lan’s Magazine in which he utters an 
earnest protest against the unsound and 
ugjust criticism to which military com- 
manders and military operations are so 
often subjected by the newspaper press 
He maintains that the British soldier is 
as brave today as ever, but neiffier so 
well trained nor so well commanded as 
he was formerly, and for this impair- 
ment of the efficiency of the British 
army aS a war-making machine he 
blames the common attitude and tone 
of the newspapers f{n dealing with mil- 
itary questions. Colonel Pollock cites the 
Boer war. There was no lack of courage 
among the British troops in that cam- 
paign, and probably not more than one- 
half of | per cent of the officers engaged 
with troops under fire were deficient in 
that quality. ‘‘Yet,”” says he, ‘moral 
cowardice, evinced in failure to attempt 
or to carry through to the bitter end the 
utmost that might appear to be feasible, 
can be discerneg in the proceedings of 
probably 80 per cent of the seniors and 
10 per cent of the juniors. Why was

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ASPHALT ON WHITEHALL 


AND PEACHTREE STREETS 


INCE the recent asphalt agitation, 
S which led to an “unpleasantness” 

between City Engineer Clayton 
and Commissioner of Public Works Col- 
lier, there has been some speculation 
on what may be the fate of Peachtree 


street, which is being given a fresh | 


layer of asphalt. 

Comparisons may be odious, but are 
“pow’ful cornvanient sometimes,” as the 
old man remarked. Just at the pres- 
ent time a comparison between White- 
hall street, which was paved with as- 
phalt a few years ago, and Peachtree, 
which is now being paved, is being 
made. 

It was believed that because portions 
of Whitehall street were already show- 
ing signs of breaking,,it is said, it 


might well serve as an object les- 
son, and that a comparison between it 


and Peachtree might throw some light | 


on Peachtree's future. 

Commissioner Collier says that White- 
hall is proving not to be a, good job. 
Engineer Clayton says he can see no 
breaks on it except near the car tracks 
in some places. 

When he took his now famous sam- 
ples from the asphalt streets of the 
oity, Commissioner Collier selected a 
few slices from Whitehall street, and 
the samples he has in his office are 
too thin to measure up to specifica- 
tions; but there is the wear and the 
tear of the years that have passed 
since Whitehall was paved. 

The Pavement on Whitehall Street. 


Whitehall street was paved in four 
sections, all four being awarded to the 
Southern Pavement and Construction 
Company. A ten-year guarantee bond 
was given. On the entire length of the 
street Trinidad asphalt was used. The 
concrete was to be 6 inches thick, the 

binder course ! I-2 inches, and the 
asphalt ! 1-2 inches thick. The binder 
course is a layer of gravel between 
the concrete and the asphalt. 

The section between Windsor and 
Hood streets was finished on Septem- 
ber 27, 1900, and has been down six 
years and eight months. 

The section between Hovud street and 


the Southern railway bridge was fin- 
ished on February 6, I$O0l, and has been 
down six years. 

The section between the viaduct and 
Windsor street was finished on July 
6, 1902, and has been down nearly five 
years. 

The section between the Southern 
railway bridge and the Central rail- 
road orossing was finished on No-« 
vember 7, 1902, and has been down four 
and one-half years.

The 
new metal ts said to be of equal ductile 
strength with nickel ang to possess all 
its essential qualities, but it is not claim- 
ed that it would serve the purpose of 
nickel steel, which is used as armor 
plate.

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MAYSON FILES MOTION 
TO DISMISS AFFIDAVIT 


| 


City Attorney James L. Mayson filed 
a motion with Judge Pendleton yester- 
day afternoon to dismiss the affidavit 
df illegality filed by thé Southern Ex- 
press Company to prevent the city from 
enforcing the executions issued against 
that company for the occupation tax of 
$250 for each of the years 1904, 1905 
and 1906, and Judge Pendleton will pass 
on this latest move on *the part of the 
city on May 18s. 

It appears in the amiaavit of illegality 
that the Southern Express Company 
claims not to be liable for the balance 
due on the fi. fa., because of the con- 
struction placed upon the act of 1903. 
The affidavit sets out that the city -of 
Atlanta for each of the years 1904-5-6 
levied an occupation. tax against the 
express company for $250. 

The express company paig the occupa- 
tion tax for these years, and deducted 
the same from the qmount due to the 
city on account of the taxation of its 
franchise as an express company. The 
company claims that these amounts 
should be credited against the tax due 
the city on the franchise of the com- 


On the other hand, the city attorney 


this is not sufficient in law to arrest 
the levy and sale proceeding under the 
execution, and that the act of 1903, re- 
ferred to, is unconstitutional, violating 
the constitutional clause that “al] tax- 
ation shall be uniform upon the same 
class of subjects, and ad valorem on all 


territorial limits of the authority levy-, 
ing the tax.’’ 

City Attorney Mayson. contends that 
the act in question undertakes to de- 
duct from the taxes on franchises due 
ceitfés, amounts paid on account of oc- 
cmpation tax, when such * municipalities 
are entitied to all the taxes levied ad 
valorem, under the constitution of the 
state, and-.no deductions are legal, ex- 
cept the éxemptions in the constitution.

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CAT AND DOG LIFE. 


In the Hospital in Kansas City Pro- 
vided for These Pets. 
(From The Kansas City Star.) 

The little’ red ambulance had just 
returned from a call. The two Shet- 
land ponies champed their bits and 
pawed the floor, twenty dogs in the 
box-like wards barked a welcome to 
the new arrival. He was lifted tender- 
ly frum tho soft cushions of the am- 
bulance, carried into the dog hospital, 
where a broken leg was put in splints 
He was bathed and fed and soon was 
asleep in a Httle box ward of his 
own. 

The cat and dog hospital at 1,617 
Grand avenue, Kansas City, is a new 
agency in the humane treatment of 
dumb animals. The building does not 
present:a very. attractive appearance, 
but the patients act as if they had 
very high opinions of the man in 
charge, Dr. W. H. Gatchell. 

The dog and cat ambulance was first 
used last September, but as the calls 
became tmore frequent a motor ambu- 
lance was ordered to take the place of 
the ponies. The ambulance now used 
resembles the ordinary monkey cage 
seen in circus parades. 
éompartments, a large one for the dogs 
and a smaller one for the cats. On 
the box are seats for the driver and 
the emergency surgeon. 

Homeless cats and dogs, unaccustom- 
ed tod the call of a mistress or the 
whistle of a master, are cared for as 
tenderly as the more fortunate pets. 
It was for the care of the dumb waifs 
that Dr. Gatchell established the. hos- 
pital and put into commission the only 
ambulance of its kind in the west. 
Wealth* owners of patients are charg- 
ed a rdzgular hospital fee, but on the 
books no charges are made for the 
care of the homeless dogs and cats, 
The dogs and cats are sold sometimes 
for enough to pay for their treatment, 
Visitors very often become attached to 
a waif and pay the hospital fee. 

“Several of the most aristocratic dogs 
of Kansas City once were patients 
here,” an attendant said. “They were 
picked ur on the streets, half starved, 
and suffering from bruises, but their 
appearance was changed after a short 
stay and proper attention. Now 
they’re the petted companions of weal- 
thy persons.” 

At present twenty dogs, representing 
many different breeds, are being cared 
for by Dr. Gatchell and his assistants. 
The wards are arranged jin tiers, like 
prison cells. They are kept clean; new 
straw is put in them every morning, 
and the water in the little pans is ster- 
ilized. 

“Sometimes we have forty or fifty 
patients in the wards,” the attendant 
said. “When the wards on the main 
floor are filled we send new patients 
to the reserve wards in. the basement. 

“The cats.are not so common as the 
dogs. Generally they are more for- 
tunate in getting homes. Most of the 
cat patients are carried into the office 
by fashionably dressed women. The 
women always cry at the parting, but 
the contented purr of the cat uBually 
changes to yowls and cries when the 
doctor attempts to care for them. Cats 
are the most ungrateful patients we 
try to* help.” : 

In office of the hospital, the walls of 
which are lined with shelves filled’ with 
bottles and medical appliances, an Irish 
terrier, a lean gréyhound,-and a. brown 
spaniel were lying on the floor. They 
Were recupétrating. Sharp yelps were 
heard from an inclosure:'in one corner, 
of ‘the room. 

“That's Pat in aailes hy : Be Gat- 
chell said. “He stole the greyhound’s 
dinner, and: was: locked up as a pun- 
ishment.”
